The Scene opens this week 


Permanent cinema returns to 
Waltham Forest for the first time 
since 2003 


The return of a permanent 
cinema to Waltham Forest has 
been top of residents’ wish lists 
for many years, and after more 
than a decade without the big 
screen in the borough, local 
people can stop dreaming and 
start watching. 

Empire Cinemas Walthamstow 
officially opens its doors to the public 
on Thursday 20 November, with the 
new Nando’s and Pizza Express 
restaurants that help make-up The 
Scene at Cleveland Place also 
starting to serve food to the people 
of Waltham Forest on the same day. 

Council Leader, Chris Robbins, 
told Waltham Forest News: “This 
has been a personal priority for 
me and is the culmination of many 
years of work. Not only will local 
residents have a state-of-the-art 
cinema on their doorstep, but the 
new restaurants will help create a 
real destination for people all over 
Waltham Forest to enjoy a night out.” 

The nine-screen multiplex can hold 
up to 1,200 movie-goers and boasts 
188 speakers and 573 light bulbs. 
Empire estimate that every month 
over 5,000 tubs of popcorn will be 


sold, along with 6,000 litres of fizzy 
drinks - that’s enough pop to fill two 
London buses! 

“The statistic I like most of all is 
that all 35 cinema staff are residents 
of the borough,” said Chris. “As well 
as stimulating an evening economy, 
The Scene also provides jobs and 
homes right in the heart of the 
borough.” 

The 121 new homes at The Scene 
are already being marketed and 
in addition to Nando’s and Pizza 
Express, three other restaurants are 
due to open in the New Year. 

John Nutton, Marketing Director 
for Empire Cinemas, said: “We’ve 
received lots of positive feedback 
from local residents. We are looking 
forward to working with our partners 
to establish The Scene as a thriving 
hub for film fans.”

Autumn brings beautiful 
colours, blue skies and a 
freshness in the air not felt 
at any other time. With the 
anticipation of Christmas, the 
season signifies shorter hours 
of daylight, and I’d like to offer 
you some tips to maintain your 
personal safety and belongings. 

The seasonal changes mean 
an operational shift for your local 
police as we often face an increase 
in burglaries, thefts of vehicles 
and burglaries from premises 
and out-buildings. The borough 
experiences four to five burglaries 
each day, but I am pleased that 
Waltham Forest is the only borough 
on target to hit a reduction for the 
fourth year in a row. 


Burglars are cowards and 
opportunists; they like to seek 
cover and the darker evenings 
make that easier for them. You can 
combat opportunities by ensuring 
doors and windows are locked, 
leaving a light on when you go 
out and ensuring your hedges are 
trimmed back and outdoor lighting 
is working so there’s little chance for 
a burglar to find cover. Don’t forget 
your sheds, garages and other 
outbuildings. There are a number 
of Neighbourhood Watch schemes 
across the borough, with room 
for more; contact your local Ward 
Officer for details. 

The annual burglary Operation 
Bumblebee has now been 
launched, and includes increased 


patrols, predictive crime mapping, 
advanced forensic facilities and 
proactive teams to locate burglary 
suspects. By working together, we 
can reduce burglaries even further. 

When considering your property, 
don’t forget about your car. Many 
of us leave the engine running in 
the mornings to warm it up whilst 
we go back inside; this is a perfect 
opportunity for a thief to steal it. 

Travelling becomes more 
hazardous as the weather becomes 
inclement. Drive carefully, allowing 
extra time in hazardous weather and 
take care on the transport networks, 
ensuring that valuables are out of 
sight and secure. When on foot, 
stick to well lit and populated areas, 
and if taking a taxi, always pre-book 


through a cab office. 

Check on your elderly and 
vulnerable relatives and friends; 
they are not as capable of fighting 
the cold, and may need a reminder 
to dress appropriately or switch 
on their home heating. Being less 
mobile, they may need help with 
errands in very inclement weather. 

We work closely with the 
Council and other partners across 
the borough to deliver a service 
appropriate to the season. You can

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Residents help shape 
Mini Holland plans 


Over 200 residents turned out 
to take part in the Mini Holland 
Walthamstow Village post¬ 
trial workshops on Thursday 6 
November. Four workshops took 
place at different locations in the 
Village area. 

Residents joined Councillors 
and officers to study the results 
of the trial, provide feedback, and 
offer views and suggestions on 
future proposals in order to help 
shape and improve the scheme for 
everyone. 

“It was great to see so many 
residents take time out of their day 
to work with us on this important 


Plans to transform a leisure 
centre in Walthamstow have 
been submitted to the Council, 
marking the final stage of a 
multi-million pound scheme 
that’s boosting leisure provision 
across the borough. 

Waltham Forest Council has 
six leisure centres run by social 
enterprise, Better, and five of them 
have been radically transformed to 
give residents new and improved 
sports, health and fitness facilities. 

Waltham Forest Pool and 
Track, which has recently seen 
a third of its members move to 


ongoing project,” said Cllr Clyde 
Loakes, Deputy Leader and Cabinet 
Member for Environment. “We are 
keen to design a scheme that really 
works for residents and businesses 
in Walthamstow Village.” 

The Council recognises that 
the best way to strike the right 
balance is to engage with residents 
and make community input a 
vital component in the scheme’s 
development. The trial, workshops 
and a huge amount of feedback 
by survey, email, social media and 
other communications has all helped 
provide a real sense of how people 
feel about the various issues in the 


nearby, newly-improved leisure 
centres, is the final centre to be 
transformed. While it has a fantastic 
outdoor athletics track thanks to 
improvement works last year, the 
centre has had its fair share of 
repairs and in order to continue 
providing services needs to be 
rebuilt. In recent weeks the fitness 
area has leaked regularly, meaning 
members have been unable to use 
the equipment. The pool plant also 
needs replacing. 

Better has submitted a planning 
application to transform the building 
into a first-class leisure centre 


design and the impact of proposed 
improvements. 

The next phase of the Mini 
Flolland scheme in Walthamstow 
Village will be the launch of 
the consultation on Friday 28 
November. All affected homes in the 
Walthamstow Village area will have 
the consultation document posted 
through their doors by the Council’s 
Traffic Team to ensure everyone gets 
a chance to have their say. 

The consultation will run through 
until Friday 19 December and will 
include some firm proposals on how 
the scheme can be implemented. 
The Council is eager to gather as 


that will offer competition and 
teaching pools, a new gym, two 
dance studios, an extreme sports 
area with climbing wall, spa and 
sauna area, a creche and more. 
The planning application is likely to 
go to the Planning Committee on 
Tuesday 3 February 2015 before a 
final decision is made. 

Once rebuilt, the centre - which 
will be called Waltham Forest 
Leisure Centre - is expected to see 
an extra 175,000 visits per year, 
based on the increased number 
of visitors that other re-developed 
leisure centres have seen.

Swimming at 
Leyton Leisure Centre has also 
increased by 51 per cent after a 
new swimming pool was installed. 

Cllr Ahsan Khan, Cabinet 
Member for Health and Wellbeing, 
said: “Looking at the changes 
we’ve made to our other leisure 
centres, and how well they’ve been 
received by members old and new, 

I can’t wait to see the Pool and 
Track’s transformation. 

“We want all of our leisure 
centres to have excellent facilities 
and be places that make people 
want to get out and get active - 
whether that’s through swimming, 
cardio, or group exercise. We hope 
residents will be as excited as we 
are about the plans and we want 
people to tell us what they think.” 

Progress on the plans will be 
published in the coming months, 
after a decision is made by the 
Council’s Planning Committee.

Housing: the regeneration game 

Waltham Forest Council has four key priorities to help improve the lives of residents. In this 
edition we look at what is being doing to help you and your family with housing 



It won’t have escaped 
anyone’s notice that Waltham 
Forest is going through an 
unprecedented period of growth 
and transformation. For people 
who already own homes in the 
borough, the reported increase of 
25 per cent in property value over 
the past year also won’t have gone 
unnoticed. 

But the development and 
regeneration projects being carried 
out the length and breadth of the 
borough will not just benefit those 
already on the housing ladder. 

The Council has committed to 
improving housing across the 
board, and over the next five years 
is planning for 8,000 new homes - 
half of which will be affordable. 

New initiatives 

The Council recently submitted 
a bid to the Mayor of London 
to create a new Housing Zone 
in the Blackhorse Lane area. If 
successful, this will accelerate the 
delivery of up to 2,500 new homes 


and 1,000 new jobs. 

Blackhorse Lane is the largest 
regeneration site in the borough, 
with over £200million of investment 
secured from developers, creating 
the potential to provide a diverse 
character and a unique location. 


Separately, next month the 
Council will consider a 
recommendation to create a 
Special Purpose Vehicle (SPV) in 
order to increase the level of house 
building over the coming years. 

Central Government places 
controls on the amount of money 
Councils are permitted to use 
for house building and improving 
council housing. The SPV (if 
agreed) would allow the Council 
to build more homes and retain 


greater control over the properties 
built by constructing them on land 
that it owns. 

Council houses 

Earlier this year, the Council 
announced it will embark on a 


programme to build 435 new 
council homes using £16.7million 
of grants and loans over the 
coming three years. These homes 
will be in addition to the new 
homes that would be built through 
the Council’s SPV. 

Building new homes 

Earlier this month East Thames 
Housing Association secured 
planning permission for a new 
development on Sutherland 


Road in Walthamstow - close to 
the 326 home Papermill Place 
development they previously built. 
The new scheme will provide 59 
new homes, 43 of which will be 
available for shared ownership and 
16 for affordable rent. 

In a different part of 
Walthamstow, more homes are 
currently being marketed at The 
Scene at Cleveland Place complex 
that will house 121 new apartments 
in addition to the new nine-screen 
cinema and five restaurants. 

A shared ownership (part buy, 
part rent) scheme allows people 
with a gross household income 
of up to £66,000 per annum 
to purchase the one and two 
bedroom apartments, and those 
earning £80,000 per annum to 
purchase a three bed apartment. 

Estate regeneration 

The Council is also determined 
to improve the housing it currently 
owns, with both the Marlowe 
Road and Montague Road Estates 


subject to programmes of major 
change. 

In Marlowe Road 214 social 
housing homes and shops will be 
demolished, with all of the social 
homes replaced, but with new 
market sale and shared ownership 
homes and shops also built. 

The Fred Wigg and John Walsh 
towers in Montague Road will 
be completely stripped back to 
their concrete frames, with a new 
block of Council housing created 
between them. 

Not only will these provide homes 
that meet residents’ needs by 
offering more space and bedrooms, 
but there will also be 40 shared 
ownership homes available for 
people needing a helping hand 
with getting on the property ladder.

Residents tell Waltham Forest News what they think about work to improve housing 



“It’s good that the 
Council is building new 
homes - prices keep 
going up which makes it 
more and more difficult 
to afford to rent or buy. I 
go to university and the 
Council should maybe 
think about building 
affordable housing that 
meets the needs of 
students.” 


“I don’t think that the 
Council is doing enough 
to help homeless people 
in the borough. Housing 
really impacts on your 
quality of life. There is 
a lot of overcrowding 
in the borough and the 
government should give 
the Council more funding 
so that it can properly 
tackle this problem.” 


“It’s difficult to afford 
a place of your own 
- housing seems so 
expensive and it can 
be hard to save up for 
a deposit. The Council 
should think about 
giving first time buyers a 
discount on their Council 
Tax to make things a bit 
easier." 


“It’s good the Council 
is building new homes, 
but they should do 
more to keep hold of 
their properties and rent 
them out themselves 
rather than housing 
associations. The Council 
should also do more 
to help people who are 
working but struggling to 
find somewhere they can 
afford to rent." 


“More needs to be 
done to make it easier 
for people to buy their 
own home - sometimes 
estate agents charge 
you extra. There should 
also be more help for first 
time buyers. Landlord 
licensing is a great idea 
- it’ll stop people from 
being ripped off.”

Payback 

In the build up to Armistice Day, offenders 
on the Community Payback scheme 
have helped to restore and repair five 
war memorials in the borough. Works 
have included weeding, painting of 
benches and street furniture, jet washing 
footways and cleaning the memorials 
using high pressured water. More than 
1.3million hours of Community Payback 
were carried out in London last year, with 
offenders each undertaking between 40 
and 300 hours of unpaid work in order to 
pay back the community for the crimes 
they have committed.

Airport 

consultation 

A consultation into proposals to alter 
flight paths over the borough has been 
challenged by Waltham Forest Council. 
The Council has persuaded London City 
Airport to hold a public meeting in the 
borough to outline the effects of the 
changes on local residents and allow 
them to have their say. The changes, that 
will see an increase in the concentration 
of flights over some areas in the 
south of the borough, are outlined in a 
consultation that runs until Thursday 27 
November.

Latest figures on fly-tipping 
show that Waltham Forest 
Council’s tough stance against 
those who blight the borough 
by illegally dumping waste is 
having the desired effect. 

In 2013/14 the Council carried 
out 17,176 separate actions for 
fly-tipping, the second highest of 
all 32 London boroughs. And while 
the Council is on top of the issue 
when compared to some other 
boroughs, fly-tipping incidents 
are staying low. Waltham Forest 
places 19th in London for incidents 
reported with just 4,723 a year 
- compared to a neighbouring 
borough who topped the list with 
over 65,000 incidents. 

The Council understands that 
residents want to live in clean 
neighbourhoods, so it focuses its 
efforts on preventing fly-tipping 
rather than waiting to clear it up 
after it has happened. In 2013/14 
more Duty of Care inspections and 
Stop and Search actions for fly¬ 


tipping were carried out in Waltham 
Forest than any other London 
borough. 

If fly-tipping does take place, the 
Council has made it clear that it will 
take necessary action against those 
who commit these offences in the 
borough. 872 Fixed Penalty Notice 
actions were taken in 2013/14, 
and 36 prosecutions, the second 
highest of any London council. 

In total fines worth over £21,000 
were issued for fly-tipping offences 
committed in Waltham Forest. 
Individuals convicted of fly-tipping 
can be issued with unlimited fines 
or custodial sentences. 

Despite these welcome results, 
the hard work to stamp out enviro- 
crime continues. Council officers 
are continuing to carry out regular 
searches and inspections, and 
will continue to take further action 
when required. If you witness 
fly-tipping in your neighbourhood 
please report it to the Council so it 
can be investigated further. 


If you need to dispose of a large 
item that won’t fit in your black or 
green bin why not take advantage 
of the Council’s bulky waste 
collection service? The collections 
are free to residents, and you can 
use the service throughout the year 
as and when you need it. 

Around 25,000 collections are 
carried out across the borough 
every year. The most common 
items collected are mattresses, 
washing machines, baths and 
sinks. Most items are accepted, 
but you can check a list of items 
which cannot be collected on the 
Council website, or when you 
book your collection. Up to five 
items can be collected at a time. 
Collections are organised on an 
area basis and take place up to 
10pm Monday to Friday. Once 
you have booked your collection 
you just need to leave your items 
as close to the front edge of the 
property by 6am on the day. 

The Council also works with local 


charity Restore, a social enterprise 
that specialises in reusing items 
that others can still benefit from. 
When you phone to book your 
collection you will be asked if your 
item can be reused, and if so it 
will be collected by Restore rather 
than the Council. So if you have a 
piece of furniture or appliance that 
is still in good working condition it 
could find its way to a new home 
rather than being recycled or sent 
to landfill.

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The stars of the snow 

■ Snow Angels scheme has nearly 1,000 local volunteers 

■ There’s still time to sign up and be a community hero this winter 



The weather has taken a 
distinctly colder turn over recent 
weeks, which means that snow 
and ice may not be far away. 

While the Council has a fleet of 


gritters on standby to keep main 
roads moving, it is not possible 
to get to every single street in the 
borough if the white stuff does fall. 
That is where the Snow Angels 


come in! 

The Snow Angels scheme was 
set up four years ago to help 
residents to clear snow and ice from 
residential streets. Volunteers are 
provided with a 20 kilogramme bag 
of grit, a branded high-visibility vest, 
protective gloves and a snow scoop 
or plastic shovel. 

The scheme has grown over 
the past four years and there 
are now nearly 1,000 volunteers 
signed up. Snow Angels provide a 
crucial support network throughout 
the borough by helping to keep 
pavements surrounding their home 
or place of work free of snow and 
ice. This helps the community 
to carry on with their day to 
day activities and is particularly 
important for elderly and vulnerable 
residents who may become isolated 
during periods of extreme weather. 

Becoming a Snow Angel is a 
great way to show your community 
spirit and do your bit for your 
neighbourhood, and there is still 
time to get involved this winter. The 
time commitment for the role varies 


depending on weather conditions, 
so please bear this in mind before 
signing up. 

As part of its winter preparations 
the Council has also been refilling its 
extensive network of grit bins, which 
are located across the borough, 
in response to road conditions 
and requests from residents. You 
can use this grit to spread on local 
roads and pavements, but please 
remember to use it sparingly. 

Contrary to popular belief, it is 
perfectly legal to clear snow from 
a path yourself. Guidance from the 
Department for Transport’s Snow 
Code states that: ‘There’s no law 
stopping you from clearing ice and 
snow on the pavement outside your 
home or from public spaces.’

Plans to deal with wintery weather have 
been put in place by Waltham Forest 
Council, with a total of 1,750 tonnes of 
rock salt now available for highway use, 
and a further stockpile for use on the 
footways by the Council’s street care 
contractor. The Council has a fleet of 
five gritting vehicles along with three 
mechanical footway sweepers that can 
be converted to spread rock salt when 
required. There are also around 200 
grit bins around the borough that give 
residents immediate access to rock salt 
to use on pavements and public areas.

Doing their bit for the 
borough 

■ Green-fingered volunteers help improve green 
spaces in Leyton and further afield 

■ The Conservation Volunteers celebrated 
55 years with a weekend of family-friendly 
activities at Leyton Jubilee Park 


Local members of national 
volunteering charity The 
Conservation Volunteers (TCV) 
gathered together to celebrate 
the organisation’s 55th birthday 
last month with a weekend of 
conservation tasks at Leyton 
Jubilee Park (Seymour Road, 
E10 7BL). 

The group undertook 55 
minutes of activities each day to 
demonstrate how people of all ages 
and abilities can get involved in 
preserving their local greenspaces. 

The activities showed that 55 
minutes is plenty of time to make a 
difference to your local parks. For 
example, TCV say that two people 
working together for 55 minutes 
could seed 1,000 square metres 
of wildflower meadow, plant 50 
wildflower bulbs or plant 40 trees. 

The Leyton group is led by 
local TCV Project Officer Gareth 
Chalmers, who also runs the Green 
Gym that meets every Friday in 
Lloyd Park, Walthamstow (Forest 
Road, E17 5JW). 


Gareth told Waltham Forest News: 
“The celebration weekend went 
really well, and despite the weather 
turning colder there was a good 
turnout. But I’d hazard a guess that 
we ended up doing far more than 55 
minutes of work each day!” 

The weekend’s events focussed 


on conservation activities to create 
new habitats for wildlife and help 
improve biodiversity in the park. It 
started with an introductory Green 
Gym Session on Friday 3 October. 

Green Gyms are a unique way to 
get fit, help transform local green 
spaces, meet new people and learn 
new skills - all at the same time. 
Experienced leaders guide anyone 
willing to spare some time through 
a range of practical projects 
tackling physical jobs outdoors that 
give participants a workout and the 


park a facelift. 

On Saturday 4 October the group 
built ‘insect hotels’ in the form of 
loggeries. Logs are buried in the 
ground, flooded and dried until they 
start to crack. This then opens up 
the wood and provides food and 
habitats for a huge range of insects. 


The weekend came to a close 
with bird box building sessions on 
Sunday 5 October. 

Gareth said: “There is no need for 
anyone who wants to join to have 
previous gardening experience, 
as we provide training for all new 
members. Anyone who wants to 
learn, and is literally willing to get 
their hands dirty, will always be 
welcome. 

“One of the most important 
aspects of the group is the social 
benefits that it brings. As well as 


helping you keep fit and active and 
enjoying the area’s open spaces, 
it’s a great way to socialise and 
meet like-minded people. There is 
a great network of local groups that 
all work alongside each other on 
similar themes. 

“For example, if a volunteer 
expresses an interest in learning 
to grow fruit and veg, we can put 
them in touch with OrganicLea - 
who have a large food growing site 
in Chingford and can give advice 
on growing your own. 

“Similarly, if a volunteer has an 
interest in re-use and recycling 
projects, I know that the Forest 
Recycling Project (FRP) and The 
Hornbeam Centre run projects that 
volunteers can get involved in.” 

There are still plenty of 
conservation activities happening 
in the borough’s parks and green 
spaces over the colder months. 

Gareth added: “A well-used 
green place is a classroom, a gym, 
a playground and a sanctuary - all 
in one. It is a place that is good 
for people as well as for wildlife 
and can be enjoyed year-round. 
Looking after green places isn’t 
just about caring for nature. It’s 
about caring for people as well. 

I’d encourage anyone who is 
interested in helping out at Leyton 
Jubilee Park or Lloyd Park to get 
in touch and find out how they can 
get involved.”

Borough marks one year 
anniversary of Healthy Schools 
programme 

Initiative teaches pupils how to 
lead healthy and active lifestyles 


The past 12 months have seen 
an ongoing health drive in 
schools across the borough with 
teachers embracing a London¬ 
wide campaign to improve 
children and young people’s 
wellbeing. 

The Healthy Schools London 
programme was officially launched 
last November here in Waltham 
Forest - and one year on an event 
was held at Chingford Assembly 
Hall to mark the anniversary. 

Currently, 43 of the borough’s 
schools have signed up to the 
programme, which aims to help the 
capital’s children stay healthy and 
happy as they grow up. 

It offers three levels of 
accreditation that schools can 
achieve - bronze, silver and gold - 
and they do so by achieving goals 
across themes relating to healthy 
eating, physical activity, emotional 


health and wellbeing, environment, 
and personal, social, health and 
economic education. 

Amanda O’Regan, Inclusion 
Leader at St Joseph’s Catholic 
Junior School, Leyton, told Waltham 
Forest News: “We began our quest 
for a Bronze Award in January 
2014. This has helped us to refresh, 
revive and re-establish the healthy 
environments we have worked hard 
to develop in recent years.” 

Taking part in Healthy Schools 
enables schools to directly support 
the health and wellbeing of all 
pupils and staff, with benefits going 
beyond health. Healthy Schools 
London says participating schools 
have reported reduced incidences 
of bullying, improved behaviour and 
improved attendance. 

Ashley Walker, Deputy Head at 
nearby Newport Primary School, 
stressed the importance of working 
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in partnership with various health 
and education organisations, 
alongside school communities, to 
promote health and wellbeing to 
young people. 

She added: “Our curriculum is 
underpinned by developing healthy 
bodies and minds, such as food 
choices, exercise, relationships, 
keeping ourselves safe and risk¬ 
taking.” 

Last week’s anniversary event, 
which was held on Thursday 13 
November, saw representatives 
from schools already involved in 
the scheme and those interested in 
signing up, take part in workshops 
led by Council officers and Public 
Health experts. 

They included sessions 
about physical activity, healthy 
eating, food growing in schools 
and dental health. There were 
also presentations about the 
wider Healthy Schools London 
programme, including ideas for 
future health and wellbeing projects 
and activities. 


Chi Hau, Healthy Schools Lead 
at Larkswood Primary School, 
Chingford, said: “We encourage 
all children to take part in fun yet 
competitive events, to work as a 
team, to celebrate in the success 
of themselves and others, to have 
the courage to try new sports and 
games and to inspire others to do 
the same. 

“We provide a range of clubs 
(including girl’s football, 
cheerleading, gymnastics and 
athletics) and we engage parents 
to make sure their children are 
provided with healthy lunches and 
snacks.” 

To support schools in providing 
these healthy lunches, during this 
year’s summer holidays, Waltham 
Forest Council made improvements 
to kitchen and dining facilities at 19 
schools across the borough as part 
of a £3.38million investment project. 

Seventy per cent of schools 
are signed up to Waltham Forest 
Catering - the Council’s in-house 
catering service - which has been 


awarded Food for Life Catering 
Marks from the Soil Association. 
These independent endorsements 
show that food providers are taking 
steps to improve the food they 
serve, using fresh ingredients that 
are free from trans fats and harmful 
additives. 

Cllr Ahsan Khan, Cabinet 
Member for Health and Wellbeing, 
told Waltham Forest News: “We’re 
committed to doing all we can to 
give our young people the best start 
in life - ensuring they know how to 
eat well, remain fit and active and 
continue to lead healthy lifestyles as 
they get older.”

which the Orders are made, apply for 
the purpose to the High Court.
